New Delhi, the 13th October 1905 
THE NAVY REGULATIONS 

S.R.O. 359. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 cf the Navy 
Act, 1087 (82 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tion*, namely: — 

1. Short title. — These regulations may be called “The Navy (Enrolment) 
Regulations, 1968”. 

2. Definitions. — In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) "Act" means the Navy Act, 1957; 

'(b) "•action" means a section of the Act; 

(c) ‘‘Appendix’’ means the Appendix set forth in these regulations; 

(d) “prescribed form” means an appropriate form in an Appendix appli- 

cable to the relevant regulation; 

(t) “Seaman" has the same meaning as in clause (20) of Section 3. 

S. Form. — (1) The Enrolment Form (I.N.-441) set forth in the Appendix with 
such variations as the circumstances of each case may require, shall be used for 
the purpose of enrolment in the Indian Navy, and if used, shall be sufficient; 
but a deviation from such form shall not by reason only of such deviation, render 
invalid any enrolment or any proceedings under these regulations.

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(2 ) The directions In the notes to, and tifc instructions in, the enrolment form 
shall be duly compiled with in all cases th. ; tkfbiph they relate but any omission 
to comply with any such directions in the or instructions shall not, merely 

by reason of such omission, render any act 6i taking invalid. 


4. Enrolling: Officers. — The fpllpMdpg, persona shall be the enrolling, officew, fftf 
the purpose of section 11: — '■ ” 

(a) All Area Recruiting Officers. Deputy, Area Recruiting Officers and 

Recruiting Officers of; the Regular ‘Army, the Indian Navy or of. tfte 
Air Force who may be appointed a£ such. 

(b) The Captain, Naval Barracks or any other Naval authority as may be 

decided upon by the Chief of the Naval Staff from time to time. . 

(c) Any Assistant Recruiting Officer, Recruiting Assistant or any person 

who may be appointed aa an enrolling officer by the Adjutant Gene- 
ral of the Army or by the Chief of the Naval Staff. 


5 Procedure before enrolling offlper. — Upon the appearance before an enrolling 
officer of any person desirous of being enrolled, the enrolling officer shall read 
and explain to him, or cause to be read and explained to him in his presence, 
the conditions of the service for which he is to be enrolled; and shall put to him. 
the questions set forth in the prescribed form of enrolment, and shall, after 
having cautioned him that if he makep a false answer to any such question he 
will be liable to punishment under the- Afct; record or cause to be recorded his 
answer to each such question. 


6. Mode of enrolment, — If, after cqmplyipg with the provisions of regulation 
5, the enrolling officer is satisfied that thj person desirous of being enrolled fully 
understands the questions put to him and consents to the conditions of service, 
and if such officer perceives no impediment, he shall sign and shall also cause 
such person to sign the enrolment paper, apd such person shall thereupon be. 
deemed to be enrolled. 


7 , Transfer from one branch of the Indian Navy to another. — Where the Central 
Government by any general or special order published in the official gazette so 
directs, any seaman enrolled under these regulations may, notwithstanding any- 
thing to the contrary contained In th*. enpcUtippa- of service for which he is en- 
rolled, be transferred to any brariwi by order of the Chief of the Naval Staff.

FORM OF ENROLMENT 

The prescribed periods far which personsshallbe enrolled arc stated in the appropriate orders 
of the Government of India and save as is hereinafter provided, no person shall 'by resion 
of an error of his enrolment paper or otherwise, be entitled to be retained in service or be compelled 
to serve for a period longer than that fot which he should have been enrolled, though he may do 
so voluntarily, provided his services axe required in the sanctioned establishment. 

Note, — At the time of enrolment any, alterations or corrections in this Form are invariably 
to be initialled by the Enrolling tMBcen

S.R.O. 360. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of' the - Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the Class III (Non-Gazetted) Non-rninisterial posts 
in the Ministry of Defence, namely: — • 

1. Short title. — These rules may be. called the Ministry of Defence Class III 
(Non-Gazetted Non-Ministerlal) posts Recruitments Rules, 1965. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts of Draughtsmen in the 
Ministry of Defence, specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said posts their 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4' of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said- post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 6 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes. Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general 
orders Issued from time to time by the Central Government. 

6 t Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason 1 of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said posts; and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having 
a wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a 
person who has a wife living- at- the time of such marriage, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said 1 post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds f dr so ordering, exempt, any person from the operation of 
this rule.
